r e m ains 
If any one has been doubting that “big gov ernment,” 
with most of its controls, is going to be with us for a 
long time, President Truman’s recent radio talk to the 
p eop le should hav e set him right. 
And it is doubtful 
that the President deriv ed any joy from breaking the 
news. 
It has been Mr. Truman’s frequently ex p ressed hop e 
that the federal gov ernment might relax its wartime 
controls ov er business quickly , once v ictory was 
achiev ed, and cease p lay ing so intimate and intricate 
a p art in the liv es of its citizens. But the unex p ected 
turn of ev ents since V-J Day has shattered that hop e. 
It is ev ident now that the gov ernment retreat from busi­ 
ness can’t and won’t p roceed according to p lan, at least 
in the near future. 
Some of the reasons for this can be blamed on busi­ 
ness itself. 
Priv ate enterp rise seems to hav e grown 
flabby from its restricted activ ity during the war y ears. 
It is out of condition, and has fumbled a good many 
chances that hav e come its way since it got back in the 
game. 
So we see controls on p rices and p roduction being 
restored after hav ing once been remov ed. We see p ri­ 
v ate business, along with the unions, flop p ing comp letely 
in an effort to solv e labor-management differences with­ 
out gov ernment interference. 
Some businessmen who 
were cry ing loudest for a return of p riv ate enterp rise 
now seem to be standing around help lessly waiting for 
the gov ernment to “do something” for them. 
But all the blame can’t be p ut on the businessmen 
or the labor leaders. Gov ernment itself is in no small 
measure resp onsible. There is a tendency to p ass more 
laws and ap p oint more boards when p resent laws and 
boards don’t function sensibly or efficiently . There is 
hesitancy and inep titude by both the ex ecutiv e and leg­ 
islativ e branches wThich hav e led to op en defiance on 
some occasions, and on others to a p araly zing doubt as 
to what the gov ernment’s nex t mov e would be. 
President Truman called for action and decision in 
19 46. 
These must come from all sides. 
The gov ern­ 
ment needs to p roduce quickly a wiser and fairer p ro­ 
gram for unwinding itself from a wartime organization 
than it has shown to date. Business must demonstrate 
a more intelligent use of the freedoms it has been 
shouting for. Labor must show a more reasonable atti­ 
tude toward its contribution to the general good as wfell 
as to labor’s good. 
And the great p ressure group of the whole p ublic, 
to which Mr. Truman so wisely ap p ealed, can help things 
along by making its thoughts and wishes known to the 
gov ernment. Congressmen are human beings who can 
be talked to and written to, and who will listen. 


END MASS MURDER ON HIGHWAYS 
A Pennsy lv ania State College safety ex p ert sug­ 
gests a 19 46 resolution designed to end “mass murder 
on p ublic highway s.” 
Citing America’s rap idly -rising automobile accident 
rate, Amos E. Ney hart, of the Institute of Public Safety , 
a frequent v isitor to Warren county where he is alway s 
assured a large, attentiv e audience when he comes here 
to lecture, offers these tip s for winter driv ing: 
(1) Keep y our windshield clear by making certain y our 
defrosting equip ment and wip ers are working. 
Light lenses 
should be clean, too, for a dirty lens may blot out 50 to 75 
p er cent of the light. 
(2) Reduce y our sp eed. 
Actual tests show that three 
to elev en times the distance needed to stop on dry roads is 
needed to stop on snow and ice. 
(S) Use chains when snow and ice p rev ail. 
A car with 
chains can be stop p ed in 40 p er cent of the distance required 
for a car without chains. 
(4) Increase the distance between y our v ehicle and the 
car ahead of y ou. 
The p rop er interv al is the length of one 
v ehicle for each ten miles-p er-hour y our sp eedometer reg­ 
isters. 
On snow and ice this distance should be increased.
